Tbe Suoz Caunl.Revolution in ibc Cur¬
rents of Trnde.

Tho Suez Canal, look at it from what point
we may, is one of tho great events of the ago.
It baa been in some quarters too much
bopraised and in other quarters too much
decried; but, spite of praise or blame, the
great fact remains that a new thing has been
done.a thing which men, and great men, too,
have be;n thinking of and deeming not impos¬
sible for more than a thousand years, but
which has not by any man or combination ofmen
been reduced or promoted to tho region of fact.
That the Suez Canal is, in November or Decem¬
ber or January, or at any early date, to fulfil
all its high promise no one can yet say is
certain ; but as little can any one deny that
such a canal is now possible. Our latest news
seems to imply that the cloud which has for
some time been gathering on the Eastern hori¬
zon is breaking up, and that, after all, the
oponing of the Suez Canal is likely to take
place under the fairest and happiest of
auspices.
Our latest telegrams have it that the Sultan,

encouraged first of all by the presence of tho
Viceroy in Constantinople, may consent to ap¬
pear on tho soil of Egypt, and that he may
actually preside over a grander scene than
Sultan Saladh ever dreamed of. If tho Vice¬
roy goes to Constantinople the Sultan will go
to Egypt. Wo give this question a first
place, for it is undeniable that if the diffi¬
culty between the Sultan and the Viceroy
had not been amicably got over tho Sultan
could not have gone to Egypt, aud the absence
of the Sultan would have made it impossible
for tho crowned heads of Europe or their
representatives to be present at tho formal
opening of the canal. Etiquette still means

something in high places in Europe. It is
agreeable, however, to learn that the Viceroy
means to visit Constantinople ; that the Saltan
is disposed to return the visit and take bis
proper place in the grand ceremonial ; that
Francis Joseph means to encourage the Sultan
by his presence, and that the Empress
Eugenic fully intends to be Queen on the
grand occasion. All this is well. It is
wise and encouraging. If the Emperor
Francis Joseph goes to the opening of
the canal ; if the Empress Eugenie goes and
takes her place, we may s-vfely take it for
granted that the crowned heads of Europe
and the belt blood of both Europe and
America will tie well represented. N .poleon
cannot go ; but the Empre«s will well supply
his place. King William, of Prussia, cannot
go; but the Crown Prince will be a satis¬
factory substitute. In a few days, if our
latest news proves to be correct, not h single
government of Europe but will s«»ek its place
in this great tournament on the soil of
Egypt.a tounnmont which shall b- h«»H less
in tbe name of religion than of civilisation,
which will have a grand and un lying purpose,
and the names connected with which will
have a more enduring celebrity than those of
Saladin, of Richard tli<* Lion-Hearted, of Philip
Augustus, of Berengaria, or of Edith Plan-
tagenet. The late*, of the Crusades promise*
to bo the best.
Apart altogether from the opening of the

canal and the world-wide interest whi ii will
be taken in tlio name, the riuoa Canal,
now a prospective fact, comro ml* the
attention of all nations and of all
thinking wen, on (he ground that it i* to inau¬
gurate a complete revolution of the curreutt of
trade. Since Vasco de Gnraa roinded the
Cape of Good Hope In 1 197, an<l 'particularly
einco the Dutch in 1000 established a colon/
thore, the trado which wan wont to «e«k the
East by way of the Mediterranean, through
Egypt and by way of Ba ilhec and Palmyra,
has changed its course, and the oa:e fl >urNh-
ing cities of the Mediterranean comU lure
gunk Into decay. Venice, Genoa and the
other citios which are ho much Identified with
the glory o< Italy in mediteval time* have one

and all languished and di cayed. A I xandrla,
too, once the haughty rival of Rom" in liter,i-
tuie, In politics, in religion, for b >uie etoUirie*
unknown and uucared for. U*a but recently

recovered some of her ancient Importance. In
a Hontonce, the Capo trade mined liio Medi¬

terranean trade. Some fow ycara ago the
overland routo to India at once revived Egypt
and tlio trade of tho Mediterranean. Tito
ovorhnd routo, however, still left a difficulty
India aud the far East could be reached
by the C.ip.< in ships directly. ludia
and the far East could only be reached
»li Egypt, by tho cumbrous process of unship¬
ping, of using a railroad, and of shipping
again. We but state the truth when we say
that, except for very special purposes, the
routo to tho East vi.1 tho Capo of Good Hope
remained, in spite of the Egyptian railroad,
tho great highway of oouimorco. A canal
through Egypt, connecting tho waters of the
Mediterranean with the waters of tho Red Sea,
and wide and deep enough to admit ships of
largest tonnage, continued to bo the great
want and requirement of trade. M. Lessepa

J had tho hardihood to attempt to moot this
requirement, and ho now has tho satisfaction
that his work is about to bo crowned with
success. So soon as the Sues Canal is fairly
opened to trade, and so soon as It is fouud
equal to the high requirements of modern
commerce, the route to India and tho far
East is lessened by thousands of miles ; and
whilo tho Cape of Good Hope is loft to siiik
into its original barbarism the cities of tho
Mediterranean coast will rocovor more than
their ancient importance, and will reveal
more than their former splendor. Venice,
Trieste, Genoa, Marseilles will all become
first class ports ; and new cities created by
railroad and telegraph will spring tip in
Greec?, in France, in Spain, in Portugal, not
to speak of the chances of the oorth of Africa,
which may very seriously imperil the oil
monopoly of Great Britain. It is a fact that
the Suez Canal will remove Great Britain an 1
the United States of America from tlie far
East, and that it will give France, Italy,
Austria and Spain a great advantage.
What is the lesson to us ? We have our

Pacific Railroad. In this respect we are far
ahead of E trope. This, however, only gives
us a ccrUin qualified advantage in reference
to the trade of Japan ani China. So far as

ships are concerned it leaves u* as we were.
We shall be compelled to use the Suez Can-.l.
In this particular we share a difficulty with
Great Britaiu. Is it too much to ask that the
two great commercial nations of modern
times.nations sprung of a common stock,
having common interests and speaking a

common language.should unite for a common

purpose and cut a grand can\l across the
Isthmus of Darien? Such a canal would be a

boon to both nations and a benefit to man¬
kind.

Fp Town Travel.
The delegation of the leading residents of

the Twelfth and Nineteenth ward?, who have
taken up the question of "up town travel,"
and who had an interview with Mayor Ilall on

Thursday last, seem determined to take the
bull by the horn3 in the most approved man¬
ner. After stating the grievance under which
they suffer.a most insufficient means of rapid
local transit between their homes and their
places of business in the city.and aft.r
recounting the delays, inconveniences and
dangers themselves, families and neighbors
are subject to, by the only means of travel
between Yorkville and tho lower or business
part of the city, in travelling by the lino of
cars open to them.the Third avenue line.
they come to tho political aspect of tho case,
which apparently presents to them a means
of redress. They say "the time has now
arrived when something must bo done," and
they pledge themselves (the Bigners of a peti¬
tion to his Honor the Mayor) "not vote
for any mayor, alderman, assistant alder¬
man, senator or assemblyman who will not
aid us In obtaining the relief we ask." The
resolution is racy and to tho point, and
Taumuny will have to do the right thing in
the matter with its contractor and franchise
holders or certainly meet the just indignation
of the citizens of the district.one of tho mo3t
populous in the city. The grievance, too, of
which they complain is most patent, and cries
loudly for redress, not only on their part, who
are so greatly aggrieved, but on that of all
casual travellers on the line. The Yorkville
district is more isolated from the business
parts of the city than is Newark, Paterson,
or even distant Elizabeth, in the State of New
Jersey. One of the suggestions made by the
petitioners is tho extension of the stage lines
by the Madison avenue route, the franchise of
which has been held by a stage company for
years, but no stages run on it beyond a certain
point. The petitioners recommend, also, the
introduction of dummy engines and such other
feasible modes of facilitating the conveyance
of tho residents of the district to and from
their places of business in the city as tho
exigency of their case calls for and
their sirong claims as taxpayers to the
tune of thirty millions a year demand.
Mayor Hall infornyed the delegation that he

would present their petition to the Common
Council.a piece of very cold comfort to the
Yorkvilleitei, as it is from the neglect of that
very body in the premises that all their causes
of complaint arise. Tho remedy, however, is
in their own hands. Lot the residents of tho
district c:irry out their threat of not voting
for any future mayor, alderman or assistant
alderman or ether office-holder who will not
fledge him "'II to carry out in good faith the
obj 'Ct ot th«- petitioners.the establishment of
not only a " more sufficient means of rapid
local irmni' b*iw*n the outlying district of
Yorkville and the centre of trade and business
in the city, but a perfect and complete com-
munlra'lon eijunl to all n<?eds and all demands.

The President** ThaiiUo^lvlus Proclamation.
President Grant's proclamation, reoommeud-

ing Thursday, the 18th of Novomber next, as

n day of general thanksgiving, budib up the
reasons for tbis acknowloJgmont of tho brows¬
ings of Divine Providence with Napoleonic
brevity and force. He says the year which
is drawing to a close has been free from peBti-
lonco; tviat health has prevailed through¬
out the land ; that abundant crops reward the
labors of the husbandman ; that commerce
aud manufactures have successfully prosecuted
their peaceful paths ; that the mineB and forost*
have yielded liberally, and that the nation has
increased in wealth and strength. Upon oach
one of theso specifications a valuable book
mi.,'ht bo compiled from tho comparative
statistics of the general health, prosperity,
wealth und strength of the nation. In all these
essentials to the happiness and progress of a
groat pooplo wo Btand to-day without a

parallel in tho history of any nation of ancient
or modern times.

But, again, the President reminds ub that
peaco has prevailed, and that its blossings
have advancod the interests of tho people in
every part of the Union; that harmony and
fraternal intercourse are obliterating the
marks of tho past conflict and estrangement ;
that burdens have been lightened and meanB

increased, and that civil and religious liberty
is seem ed to every inhabitant of the land, whose
soil is trod by none but freemen. Those speci¬
fications touch upon the conduct of tho general
government, and upon each of thorn we have
onUrged from timo to time in defining the good
rivsults developing from the quiot and unpre-
ten ling administration of General Grant. We
see that, without resoi ting to ooeroive measures,
ho is bringing order and prosperity out of
chaos and poverty in the South, and is bringing
the lite rebellious States Into a happy accord
as restored or returning members of the Union.
At the same time tho gains to the national
treasury in the reduction of its expenditures
and the increase of its receipts are much better
for the first seven months of President Grant
thin his most sanguine admirers anticipated.
On the Cuban question wo are still somewhat
involved in doubts and conjectures, but we
still entertain the opinion that tho fog in good
time will be cleared away in a decisive and
satisfactory settlement.
The political branch of General Grant's

thanksgiving proclamation, therefore, is but a

modest presentation of tho advantages which
his administration so far has conferred upon
the country ; and we know from his late coup
(Trtat in Wall street that be is wide awake in
behalf of the general interests of the people.
Our democratic politicians will doubtless dis¬
cover a design in this proclamation to influenoe
tho Stato elections in Pennsylvania, Ohio,
Indiana, Iowa and Nobraska on Tuesday next ;
but even in this light tho briof exhibit of
Grant's administration presented is the only
thing upon which the republican party can

rely for success, and even this may oome too
late to save them from tho bad effects of gen¬
eral apathy and local splits and dissensions,
including the spolli and plunder and whlskoy
and lager beer.

Dad News for Pulnlt Orator* Generally
Father Hyaclatlie at Hea for Amerloa.
Father ITyacintho, thn ei-chaplain of N6tre

Damo, Paris, embarked yesterday for thi
United Stales at ono of the European ports.
The Atlantic cable informs u* to this effect, at
all ovents, so that, if there is no mist ike in
the matter, wo shall hare the Pi-re among us
about this day week.

This, his latest step in the path of progress,
proves in the most unmistakable manner that
Father Ilyacinthe is, in more ways than one,
the coming man of the age. Instead of going
to Rome and having his magnificent voice
drowned in the uncongenial, musty Vatican,
and frittering away hi* intellect in attempting
to master the Bubtleties of the Syllabus, the Pfero
hies off to Bubmit his case to the free and candid
mind of America, and Btato his position to the
unshackled conscience of the nation by means
of the pens of the Herald stenographers,
instead of entrusting it to the forty or fifty
reporters selected from the ranks of the ecclesi¬
astical classes of the Colle^o of the Propa¬
ganda by Antonelli.

Father Hyacinthe's arrival in New York will
constitute a very remarkable event, a peculiar
era in the history of the Church in this coun¬

try. It is said ho will remain here for a few
months only. Wo venture to say that ho will
be immediately baptized to positive regenera¬
tion by national acclaim, and then clectod as

the head of our broad Church, for which so

many of our most oloquent divines have been
casting about fur such a lengthy period. In
the meantime our present pulpit orators, as
well as all great sinners, must look well to
their chaplots and church standing. The Pere
Hyacinthe drew tears from the gentle eyosof tho
devoted Empress of France frequently by his
eloquence. He is likely, therefore, to provo a

very Moses when knocking at tho hearts of
Rome of tho church members in New York and
its surroundings for an outflow of the wator of
grace. He will "fetch it," without doubt, if
it is to bo had.

Tho Suez Canal Chargcu-ProrrcM with
Economy,

Yesterday morning our city contemporaries
made a vigorous, for thorn, effort in the mat¬
ter of news enterprise by publishing in their
columns a copy of the schedule of the rules
and regulations for the navigation of the Suez
Canal, issued by M. Ferdinand de Lesseps in
Paris on the 17th of August, and in whioh he
sot forth the rates of charges which are to be
levied on vessels using the new transit route
between Europe and Asia. It is quite evident
that it will require the ultimate completion of
many such works as tho Suoe Canal, with a

vast extension of the present network of land
telegraphs and submarine cables, to keep
these papers at all in the lino of the present
march of journalistic advance; for we may
mention that M. de Lesaops' paper reached us

by mail from Europe list month and was pub¬
lished in the Herald in erlento on the 18th of
September. Others of the city newspapers
rake it up now and present it to the public as

a fresh and entirely new document.
As the great work of the Suoz Canal will

soon be oponed for the purposes of trade and
travel, wo submit to our readers, in another
pi ice to-day, tu a plain and intelligible form
for Amorican use, the substance of tho elev¬
enth clause of the Lnsieps tariff of navigation,
exhibiting the aotual sold cost which will Do

incurred In taking vessels through the canal
from Port Said to Suez, or vice versa.
At the Grst moment of reading tho tables

the impression may obtain that the charges
are rather high aud that the use of the canal
will be costly. It must be taken into account,
however, that tho work of opening the route
has been attended with an enormous outlay of
money, not to speak in the loast of tho huge
preliminary and contingent expenditures
which accompanied its prefatory arrange¬
mentand the progress of making it, nor to
refer to the many and vast advantages
which will accrue to the commerce of the
world and the spread of civilization by its use.
M. de Lesseps has proved himself capable aud
persevering both iu his project and exertion,
and we are pretty certain that he has been care¬

ful, equitable and just and economical In his cal¬
culations as to the oanal navigation charges.
As a general rule a vessel of one thousand
tons burden will take sixty days to rua round
or "double" the Cape of Good Hope, at an

aotual cost of at least one hundred dollars in
gold each day, not to mention the loss of time
and consequent additional loss of money ; so

that It ensues that her owners will save, even"

Powf.ll'* Colorado IC*plortt«i«i»-Tlio Atiicrl
can Afcymlnln-

professor Towell, of. Illinois, In his recent
exploration of tbat hithorto mysterious river,
the Colorado of the West, has rendered a great
service to the cause of science, the government
and tho country. The Colorado riv r (known
as Green river to Its junction with Grand)
rises in the main chain of the Rocky Moun¬
tains, on the west side, its sources interlocking
with those of tho Platte and the Missouri,
which flow out on the eastern side. From its
head to its outlet the Colorado passos in its
sinuous course through ten degroes of latitude
to the Gulf of California. A river rising in
Southern New York and emptying into the
Gulf of Mexico would be about the length o

this wild and wonderful Western stream..
Between the backbone of the Rocky Mountains
and the Wasatch chain, which divides it from
the Great Basin of Utah and Nevada, this
river drains a great tableland liko Abyssinia,
several hundred miles in width, olevated from
four to five thousand feet above the sea, and
profusely ornamont3d with mountains from
five thousand to ten thousand feet higher.
Through the whole course of the river

passed by Professor Powell, some nine hun¬
dred miles, its ohanuel Is a narrow carton, or

chasm, out down into the tableland some two
or throe thousand feet, the chasm, with pre¬
cipitous walls on both sides, deepening in the
descent of the torrent to Its outlot in the lower
plains of Arizona, where it becomes navigable
to tho Gulf for small steamors. All tho trlbu-
tarles of this strange river, and their branches
on both sides, have cut for themselves, in the
abrasions of thousands of years, similar chasnM
to that of the main stroam, so that the whole
country thus drained Is cut up into a labyrinth
of abysses, impassable, except in occasional
slopes or depressions, to the traveller or

the trapper. From our special correspondence
of tho famous Napier expedition, the lottjplateau of Abyssinia, with its system of
deep gorges and torrents, is tho counter¬
part in Africa of this most wonderful
region of the American Continent. While the
tablelands of Abyssinia, however, are com¬

paratively fruitful, this Colorado country is
represented aB utterly sterile and worthless,
excepting a few patohes here and thore on the
borders of the streams.
Nor does it appear that In tho deep excava¬

tions of the Colorado Professor Powell has
discovered any valuable mineral deposits, lie
roports no strata of iron oro, coal, lead,
copper, gold or silver-nothing but successive

layers of limestoaos and sandstones of different
colors, with granite towards tho outlot of tho
graudcaflon. There is a fine picture of this
Colorado caflon on view in tho American
Institute Fair, by Carvalho, an artist attached
to Fremont's exploring expedition of

Tho different colored strata of the
sandstones In this picture will afford some idea
of tho astonishing scenery of these Colorado
gorges. Fromont. however, did not waste his
time In exploring this river. His mission was

the exploration of tho then equally mysterious
and unknown regions westward to tho Pacific.
So with tho subsequent government expeditions
sent out to find a way for a Pacific Railroad.
They rather avoided than sought tho imprac¬
ticable route across the deep canons of tho
Colorado river region.
The inhabited and mining districts of the

Territory of Colorado lie fir eastward of the
river, among the ridges, parks and valleys of
the main chain of fuo Rocky Mountains, and ou
iho ©astern side a system of mountains,
streams, lakes, valleys and parks, which
constitute the Switzerland of America. Iho
course of tho Colorado river is through tho
Territories of UUh and Arizona to the point
whore it strikes tho eastern boundary of Nevada.
For manufacturing purposes hereafter the Colo¬
rado and Us tributary torronts may bo turned
to a good account ; but for years to come they
will perhaps continue to bo only tho attractions

of advonturous tourists and scientific explorers,
like tho grand cafion of the Niagara from t.io
Falls down to its outlet from tho Lake Erie ter¬
race into tho plain below.

Viob PaiwiDaxT Colfax on Mokmo* Pof.ro-
amt..Vice President Colfax has been giving
the Mormons at Great Salt Lake Citj a littlo
wholesome advico on polygamy.

fimte of Moral* la Italy.
Ia the racont special correspondence from

Italy published in the Herald forcible allu¬
sion ia made to the existing moral state of that
country. General immorality is prevalent
throughout, without exception, and, unfortu¬
nately, the example is mostly sot by the upper

1 classes, and is too rowdily followed by the
members of the lower classes. This state of
thingn alludes alike to the doings of the gov¬
ernment, both at home and abroad, and also
to the social life of mnny of the most promi¬
nent officials. Much ado has frequently bc-u
made rospocting Hie immorality of the former
Spanish court, but in Italy it may now be
rather considered dan ton to give full sway to
the worst passions to which the humao race
is akin. But lately the desperate murder of a

countess by a discarded admirer caused the
exposure of some foots tending to prove these
assertions.

Since the year 1 848 Italy has been passing
through a phaso of revolutionary periods that
have operated on its political standard,
its religion and society generally. Even as
late as 18G0 marked defforeuce was paid pub¬
licly in the streets to all servants of the Church,
and in many cases it extended to kissing their
robes as they passed. The whirlwind of revo¬

lutionary idoas, however, greatly changed the
position ; religious holidays have been much
reduced in number, priests are allowed to pass
unnoticed.in fact, in many cases they are
almost held up to ridicule. The workings of
the "rings" in this country have become
notorious, but this system is well understood
in Italy in all branches of the administration.
This, however, cannot be wondered at, when
the low salaries paid to government officials
are takon into consideration. The late tobacco
case, involving as it did bolh deputies and
officials, exposed some of these nefarious
workings, and although the Camorra has vir¬
tually been dissolved in Naples, its influence
has but too effectually spread throughout the
country. The Piodmontese style King Victor
Emanuel the "father of the people," but this
is owing chiefly to his free and easy habits
and the fact of his mixing personally with them
and entirely divesting himself of his official
rank. Gifted with one of the most glorious
climates in the world, and fertile beyond the
general degree, the present dil apidated state
of the revenue in Italy is due solely to mis¬
management. The epidemic that rages among
those who should servo as example3 of social
and political morality finds but too many con¬
verts in other grades, and hence intrigue,
robbery and murder revel in high carnival.

Terrific Hurricane at Eaufport.A Portion of
the Town Blown ^way.Marine DUaaier*
on the tionai..Twenty-seven Veasofa Aahoro
In ttumney'a Buy.Tlio Loss of Life
Unknown.$500,900 Damage to Property.

Tins town was visited by a fearful hurricane on
Mouday night. Vessels, wiiarves, stores and fish
nouses were smashed to atoms. Great quantities of
tlsh and oil were destroyed. The steamer New York
narrowly escapcd low with all on board. She was
driven ashore and lost both anchors and her rudder.
Many of the merchants here have lost all their prop¬
erty. The heaviest losers are J. AS. Griffin, $10,OOo;
E. w. French, $1,030, aud J. S. Pearce. J. A S. Griffin
lost their vossels, flsh and storo houses. Mr. Pearce

| lost Ills store and all the stock. E. W. French had
vessels wrecked and stores and wharves washed
away.
Most of the flailing vessels are In pieces. Tweoty-

seven vessels are ashore tn Rumney's Bay. The
schooners Romn and Percy were badly damaged.
The schooner Rio was lost in St, Andrew's Bay, with
all on hoard. A bark at New River was lost with all
on board, seventeen in number.
Grand Menan is swept, with all tho weirs and

smokehouses. The towns or Lubec, PcmiuoXo and
Perry loso heavily. Houses and barns were blown
down.
This tornado is worse for Eastport than the great

Ore. Tho vessels ashore are the Sarah, Convoy, Em¬
press, Ward, Boaton, Burns, Bob. Starlight, Belie,
M. J. Laughton, Speedwell, Debonaire, Margie,
Willie, Mowe and othors. Tho Convoy, .Speedwell,
Commodoro and some others are completo wrecks.
The revenue cutter Mosswood was disabled at tho
beginning of the storm, and could rendor no assist¬
ance. All tlio smokehouses arc down, and the
smoked herrimr aud oil are lost. The loss cannot lie
less than $500,004. A large part of the town is a

perfoct wreck.
